BETTER ON THE DRUTISH MARKET.

Most of the Adulternted Produoets
Come from Enrd nn Conntries,

WASHINGTON, May 17.—1In a eommuni-
cation  recently recelived from the British
board of agricnlture by Acting Sesretary of
Agricnlture Dabney return {2 made of eam-
ples of Imported butter analvzed under the
direction of the board from May, 1806, until
Fobruary, 1808, Inéluslve, The total num-
ber of samples &0 analyvzed was 005, ropre-
eeniting  the products of twelve diffarent
countries,

The countries in whose products adulter-
ated specimens were found were are follows:
Belglum, 6 samples, 1 adulterited; Denmark,
152 samples, 8 adulterated; Germany, 156 eam-
Poew, 48 ‘adulterated; Holland, 250 samples,
0f adulterated; Norway and Sweden, 100 sum-
ples, 2 adulterated; Russia, 40 samples, b
adulterated.

The countries contributing samples among
which no adulterations of epecimens were
found are: Argentine, 4 samples; Austria,
A7 Canada, 39 Frunce, 62; New Zealand,
21 United States, 03 samples.

I regard to the adulterated prolucts the
npieworihy points are the (remendous pro-
partion of specimens, over 30 per cent, from
Germany; the large proportion, over 28 per
cent, contribyted from Holland; ahd the fact
that Denmark, by far the largest contributor
of forelgn butter products to the British
mutrket and enjoying hitherto an almost irre-
pronchable reputation in the butter market,
should have contributed in a total of 182
specimens 8§ adulterated, or nearly & per cent,
In regard to the other eountries the presence
af Argentina In the Britlsh butter market,
althougl no doubt to a very lmlted extent,
ls worthy of notice.

Harry Oswald was  murdersd Ut South
Omaha bectuse Frid Parks and a number of
his friends were Jealous of his altentions to
Clara Smith, AL least that » the conclusion
the police have arrived at after working on
the caze all day.

Five arrests bave been made by the South
Omaha police, and more will folkow. All are
booked as sueplclous characters, Thelr names
Are: Jack Campbell, n barber; B M,
Pritchard, laborer; Fred Parks, palnter; ke
Cloge, saloon loafer;, and Clara Smith, domioe-
tle. All of the prisoners positively refuse
to talk, and inedst upon asserting that there
wias no fight. Pritechard and Parks appear
very nervous, and have stated that they in-
tend to employ the best legal talent Omaha
affords.

There was a dance at Plvenka's hall,
Twenty-fourth and L streets, Saturday nlght,
which was attended by ten or twelve couples,
and among them were the prisoners. Parks
and Oswald were jealous of each other on
account of the Smith waman and frequently
had guarrele about hes. During the even-
Ing Mirsx Emith plaved the part of peace-
maker, and managed to gor the men to makoe
up.  They took a drink together, and, to all
appoarances, were friends. Bhorily after 1
o'clock the musie struck up for the last  dance
and both Parke and Oswald wanted the dance
with Miss Smith, After a lttle argument
she chose Oswald and Parks procecded to the
bar, where He told his troubles to Pritehard
and a few more of his friends, who compose
whitt the pollee term the “Parksg gang.'
When the dunce was finished, Oswoald de-
scended to the xaloon on the ground fleor and
in a fow moments, a fght was started, Mem-
hers of the Parks gang yelled, "Now we got
you,"” and Jumped onto Oswald, who backed
out of a side door, which s near the alley
whers the body was fonnd,  Blosd covers the
#ldetvalk and the rondway of the nlley shows
that thete was g scuflle. Tn a few moments
the fight waw over, and the erowd dispersed,
gome golng home, while others went back
Inty the ealoon.

FOUND OSWALD DYING.

A little brfore 2 o'clock August Nel=on ap-
peared at the police stitlon nnd told Captain
MceDonough that a man was Iying in the
alley back of the High echoal. OMeers Cor-
eoran and Kerbs ofound the man lying In a
pool of blood In the glace degeribed, Life wae
not yet extinet, and o wagon was prooured
and OFwald wns taken 1o the offlce of o couple
of pluysiolans at Twenty-fourth and N streeis,
He died on the way there and the bady was
then turned over to Breéwer & Sloan, and the
coromer notifled. )

An examination showed there were two deep
gashes on the forchead over the left eve and
another under the eye. The wounds looked
¢o il they had been inflleted with a hatcher
or some hard, blunt Instroment. Other senr:
were on' the face, but they were not desp
snoigh Lo he fatal, The skull was exposed
by one of the gaghes, and It fs suppozed that
the blow fractured it, cavsing death,

Ctivlef Brennan, who was ot home, war sent
for and siarted to Investigate the casa. The
firet place visited was Plvonka's saloon, Here
the few people who remained deelared posl-
tively that they knew nothing about the mat-
ter, there having besm no fight or any kind
of a rumpus during the evenling,

The only iInformation goained wds that
Oswald had been geen at mildnight drinking
with a tall strapger In the ball room. No
one had geen him leave the place and the
pollee were entirely at sea as far ns &
clew  wag concerned, In the dead man's
pocke'rn §3 was found, and it was learnel
from his employer that Oswald had drawn
§ when he gult work that night. The
theory of robbery was thus exploded, Chief
Bronnan romemberod seelng  a strangoer
#anding on the corner of Twenty-fourth
and L gtreets about 10 o'clock, and remarkel

fo a friend that he wonlered who the
sltanger was,
The tall min, who It was elaimed had

been drinking with Oswald at midolght, had
digappeared, and & couple of police officers
started out to look him up. He has not
been found yet, and evidently left before
the fight bogan.

After n good deal of guestioning it was
learned that there had been a fight in the
alley, and as near as can be learned the
men now under arrest had a hand in It

CLARA SMITH'S STORY.

Oswald was quite well known here, having
been In the elty for some time, Ho was
formerly employed by a hat firm in Omaha,
but solleited orders: down here. He went
to wark for the laundry a short time ago and
drove the dellvery wagon, Letters found
In Oswalit's pocket show Lhat his parents lved
Youngsiown, 0., the father belng In the
bleycle business, Judging from the tone of
his father's letter, Ornvald had only receptly
smhraced rellglon, as mention le made of
several trocts sent by the eon to the father
and the hops that Harry would continue to
put his® trust in the Heavenly Father,
